Prime Minister Tony Blair ruled out any 
Government concessions on Monday in the 
face of protests over the soaring price of 
fuel. ; 

“We cannot and we will not alter 
Government policy on petrol through 
blockades and pickets,” he said. 

“That's not the way to make policy in 
Britain and as far as I’m concerned it never 
will be.” 

Mr Blair, in Loughborough to launch a 
campaign to boost e- commerce, added: 
“We fully understand, indeed we share the 
concerns of businesses and motorists about 
the high fuel price.” 

But he went on: “It’s important to 
recognise that the reason for the recent rise 
in fuel prices is to do with the rise in world 
oil prices. 

"The sensible way, the only right way to 
deal with this problem, is to put pressure 


Fuel protest ‘may bring Britain to 
standstill’ 

A lorry drivers’ leader on Monday warned 
that Britain will come to a “standstill” by the 
end of the week if action is not taken to end 
the escalating protests over fuel prices. 

The Transport and General Workers Union 
on Monday began advising its members not 
to take lorries on to the road if they fear for 
their safety following a series of incidents 
where tankers have been targeted by 
protesters and ordinary motorists. 

Danny Bryan, the union’s national officer for 
transport, warned of a potential “catastrophe“ 
because oil tankers were being cut up on 
motorways. 

In another incident, believed to be at the 
Stanlow “terminal in Cheshire, a lorry had its 
cab smashed by an object thrown by a 
protester. 
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Blair: We won't cave in 
to fuel protesters 


on Opec, it’s not to get them off the hook 
by caving in to pressure.” 

The Prime Minister said that was not just 
Britain's position. “It's the position of 
every government in the industrialised 
world.” 

He added: “Though it’s absolutely correct 
to say that in the first two years of the 
Government we did raise the fuel duty, it 
was necessary to sort out the economy.” 
Mr Blair echoed Trade and Industry 
Secretary Stephen Byers’ refusal to pledge 
a cut in fuel prices. 

He insisted that there was no danger of fuel 
supplies drying up, saying that shortages at 
the pumps were due to panic buying, not to 
the effect of demonstrations. 

More than 100 filling stations in the north 
west of England alone had run out of 
supplies by Monday morning because of 
the fuel depot blockades, with dozens more 
expected to run short during the day. 


Cook: Troops will stay in Sierra 
Leone 

Foreign Secretary Robin Cook said on 
Monday that he was deeply saddened by the 
death of a British paratrooper during the 
rescue mission in Sierra Leone. 

But he insisted that British «military 
operations in the country would continue. 
The paratrooper was killed as six British 
soldiers held by the rebel West Side Boys 
were rescued after being taken hostage on 
August 25. 


Mr Cook was speaking at a press conference . 


at Heathrow Airport, before flying to the 
United Nations’ headquarters in New York 
where he will meet the UN Secretary General 
Kofi Annan. 
The situation in Sierra Leone will be top of 
their agenda. 
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“I am greatly relieved that all the British 
hostages have been rescued. I am incredibly 
impressed by the professionalism and 
discipline with which the British troops have 
carried out the action,” he said. 

Paras fly home after daring jungle 
rescue 

Paratroopers involved in the dawn raid which 
freed six British soldiers from captivity in 
Sierra Leone are due to fly home on Monday, 
a Ministry of Defence spokesman said. 
Lieutenant Commander Tony Cramp, the 
British military spokesman in Sierra Leone, 
said they would be flown home from Royal 
Fleet Auxiliary Argus, an aviation training 
and casualty support ship, sent to Sierra 
Leone for the rescue mission. 

The 150-strong company from the Ist 
Battalion of the Parachute Regiment were 
sent to West Africa last week as the hostage 
crisis escalated. 

Lt Cdr Cramp said: “Preparations are being 
made for them to be flown home from Argus 
later today.” 

He said the British serviceman who was 
badly wounded during Sunday's operation 
was in a “comfortable” condition. 


Blair launches £1bn Internet 


revolution 

Prime Minister Tony Blair on Monday 
launched a £1 billion drive to get all 
government services online by 2005. 

Mr Blair also said £15 million would be 
allocated to help businesses benefit from the 
Internet and announced the first raft of 600 
online centres to give hi-tech access to poorer 
communities. 

Mr Biair, speaking in Loughborough, 
Leicestershire, declared the UK Online 
initiatives were designed to get business, 
people and government hooked up to the 
Internet. 

He said: “My argument is simple. There is no 
new economy. There is one economy all of it 
being transformed _ by information 
technology. 

“What is happening is no dot.com fad that 
will come and go - it is a profound economic 
revolution.” 


‘Absent’ rapist jailed for 12 years 
A rapist who jumped bail and fled to the 
Continent as the jury was considering his 
case, was on Monday given a 12 year jail 
sentence in his absence. 

Trevor Masters, 48, was found guilty of one 
tape and a range of other sexual offences, 
some against young girls, at a three week trial 
at Cardiff Crown Court last month. 

On Monday Judge John Griffith Williams 
QC who released Masters on bail as the jury 
was deliberating sentenced him to a total of 
12 years at the same court.

A Home Office spokesman said that during 
the private meeting Mr Straw will be 
discussing with the couple issues surrounding 
possible changes to the Sex Offenders Act. 
Mrs Payne said she wanted changes made to 
allow parents to know exactly who their 
neighbours were. 

She was also appealing for tougher sentences 
for paedophiles. She said: “The change in the 
law is what this country wants. The country 
has asked us to carry it forward and that is 
what we will do. For Sarah.” 

Union launches campaign against 
‘greedy pigs’ pay’ 

Company chiefs were labelled “greedy pigs” 
on Monday as a new campaign against 
executive pay was launched with the help of 
a live pig. 

A 300-kilogramme Berkshire boar named 
Luc, after Marks and Spencer chairman Luc 
Vandevelde, was paraded outside the TUC 
Congress in Glasgow. 

The GMB union bought the pig as part of a 
fresh assault against huge pay rises by 
company bosses. 


The union published a new report showing 
that London and the South East were top of 
the country’s “fat cat league”. 


Three teenagers die in crash 

Three teenagers died after their car hit a bus, 
police said on Monday. 

The three a 17-year-old from Leeds and two 
19-year-olds, from Wakefield and 
Huddersfield died on Sunday after their 
Vauxhall Corsa was in a collision with a 
single-deck bus in Cleckheaton, West 
Yorkshire. 

The teenagers were cut free from the 
wreckage by fire crews, but were certified 
dead in hospital.

A 37-year-old man died in an accident as he 
walked with his fiancee just weeks before 
they were due to marry, it emerged on 
Monday. 

David Boyden and his fiancee were walking 
home from a Chinese takeaway in Royston, 
South Yorkshire, on Sunday night after their 
taxi failed to turn up when he was involved in 
an accident with a Renault Megane car, said a 
police spokesman. 

Mr Boyden, who was due to marry in three 
weeks” time in Las Vegas, died after being 
taken to Barnsley District Hospital with 
serious head injuries. 

Soaring Stansted leads take-off in 


passenger numbers 

The number of passengers travelling through 
London's three main airports rose by nearly 
6% last year, with the biggest growth coming 
through Stansted, figures on Monday 
showed. 

Statistics from airports operator BAA showed 
that nearly 106 million passengers passed 
through London‘s Heathrow, Gatwick and 
Stansted airports in the year to August, an 
increase of 5.7% on last year. 

The biggest rise came at Stansted, which saw 
numbers increase by 29.4% to reach 
11,064,500 on the year, said BAA.
